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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 60-64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Japanese document (404235831 ) 
Japanese document discloses an excavator, comprising: 
a boom; a cutter head, mounted on the boom, for excavating in situ material; 
a body; a plurality of grippers operable to apply pressure against opposing surfaces of 
an excavation to hold the body in a selected position and orientation; and an 
optimization module operable to monitor a selected excavation parameter and effect a 
change in the operation of the cutter head when the monitored selected excavation 
parameter one of exceeds or falls below a predetermined threshold, wherein the 
selected excavation parameter is at least one of: 

(i) a grade of a material removed during cutter head operation; and 

(ii) a quantity of material removed during cutter head operation (see abstract). 
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Claims 60-64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
German document (DE 2745928) 
German document discloses an excavator, comprising: 
a boom; a cutter head, mounted on the boom, for excavating in situ material; 
a body; a plurality of grippers operable to apply pressure against opposing surfaces of 
an excavation to hold the body in a selected position and orientation; and an 
optimization module operable to monitor a selected excavation parameter and effect a 
change in the operation of the cutter head when the monitored selected excavation 
parameter one of exceeds or falls below a predetermined threshold, wherein the 
selected excavation parameter is at least one of: 

(i) a grade of a material removed during cutter head operation; and 

(ii) a quantity of material removed during cutter head operation (see abstract). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-38, 44-59, 65-79 are allowed.
